But when 
we come to enumerate the men actually 
under arms in the United States as trained 
and disciplined soldiers we realize our 
present military significance. 

Besides the little regular srmy of 25.000 
men there is a more or less thoroughly 
organized and equipped force of 112.190 
men in the National Guard and militia. 

This is only about one man in a 
hundred of those of our citizens liable Id 
bear arms is regularly engaged in muster 
ing the rudiments of the soldier's pro 
fession. New York, as might be ex 
pected, has the largest military organiza- 
tion— 787 officers and 12,078 men; Penn 
sylvania has 8.614 officers and men; Ohio, 
6 125 Then comes Massachusetts, well 
up in the list, with 5.666 Fiery South 
Carolina, with 5.440 officers and men, has 
an armed force out of all proportion to 
its wealth and population The New 
England States, outside| Ma-ssachuaetts, 
have respectable little armies, rangii g 
from Vermont's "H4 to Connecticut's 
2,761 The Southern States have lari»e 
militia organizations as a whole; the 
Western States very small ones But the 
National Guard is steadily growing every 
where in numbers as in efficiency. It is 
fulfilling in a satisfactory way its purpose 
of perpetuating a knowledge of military 
t, and it would be found to be a le- 
actable nucleus for a host of volunteers 
rally on in an emergency.

About Poor Inehet of Snow With a rorty-

Chicago, 111., March 29.— The people 
of Chicago were treated to a mild re- 
minder of last month's blizzard Wed- 
nesday. A snow fall which begBn at 
an early hour in the morning contintasd 
all day, and seriously interfered with 
traffic About four inches fell, and the 
forty-mile-an-hour , wind drifted it 
badly. The storm was entirely unex- 
pected, as the weather bureau had pre- 
dicted for Wednesday in this vicinity 
"Showers, ^slightly warmer. '' Karly 
Wednesday night the snow stopped 
falling, but the temperature, which had 
been about 30 degrees, began to work 
its way toward the zero murk.

rarely K.raped Lynching -The 
Veil la Love With tha Latter farrier 

Chicago. March 89. — A determined 
attempt at murder and an equally de- 
termined attempt at lynching on the 
part of thousands of furious citizens 
turned the leading business corner of 
the eity into a turmoil shortly after 
noon Wednesday. The victim of the 
tragedy was Wm. L. Clifford, a letter 
carrier, and his assailant Guy T. Olm- 
■tead, an ex-substitute carrier. 

Clifford had left the post office at 
noon with a bag full of mail and pro- 
ceeded on foot toward his destination. 
When he reached the center of the 
roadway near the corner of Clark and 
Madison streets, Olmstead, who was 
walking a few fect behind him, sud- 
denly drew a large revolver and fired 
at Clifford's head. The shot took effect 
behind the left ear and the unfortunate 
carrier dropped like a log. Quickly 
stepping up to the prostrate man the 
would-be assassin fired two more shots 
in rapid succession, one bullet entering 
the shoulder and the other the right 
tide 

The hundreds of pedestrians in the 
Immediate neighborhood had stood 
horror-stricken for a second when the 
first shot was fired, and then they made 
a break for the assailant One stal- 
wart fellow jerked the smoking pistol 
from his hand, while another, with a 
well-directed upper-cut, sent him 
sprawling across the cable tracks into 
the snow. Thousands of people came 
pouring out of the stores, business 
bouses and restaurants around and 
from the intersecting streets for blocks, 
and hundreds of cries of "Lynch him! 
A rope! a rope! Get a ropel" were 
beard. 

Olmstead was half dragged, half car 
rled to the big lamp post in front of a 
grug store, where his victim had in tht 
meantime been borne, and the mot 
would undoubtedly have carried out 
its determination but for the arrival oi 
a dozen officers, who beat a passage 
way with their clubs and suc- 
ceeded In forming a cordon around 
the assassin. A patrol wagon was 
called, and while the crowd surged 
around yelling for vengeance, Olmstead 
was literally thrown into the ve- 
hicle and tho horses driven at a break- 
neck trot to the central station, the 
howling mob following. Clifford 
unconscious when carried into 
drug storo, and the blood flowed from 
his wounds in a literal stream.
